A milestone has been reached in the history of the Town of New Hamp- 
ton in that there is now a building to house all of the offices of town business. 
Thanks to many citizens who worked long and diligently and also to those 
who made other donations; without them this project would not have been 
completed. 


We have some areas that need further work and an article will be 
presented so that the exterior of the building may be completed. 


Our property value increased from $30,426,590.00 to $31,170,940.00, a gain 
of $744,350.00. There were 148 pieces of property looked at by the State last 
year. 


The Highway Department completed the road projects that were started 
in 1983 by finishing the surfacing of those two areas. Hopefully, we can con- 
tinue these types of projects in the future. This year the Highway Block Grant 
will be used on several small projects by recommendation of the Road Agent 
and worked on under his direction. 


Several articles are being presented for Capital Outlay for equipment 
for all three departments. Funding of these has been developed so there will 
be a minimal effect on the tax rate. Highway and Police Departments budgets 
have increased, and the Fire Department stays the same as last year. 


We cannot project a tax rate at this time because of the uncertainty of 
what is going to be presented by the school system. Attendance at both Town 
Meeting and School District Meeting is the only way that you can help keep 
the tax rate within your ability to pay. Let’s all be at both.

Record of Annual Town Meeting 


New Hampton 
March 13, 1984 


Moderator T. Holmes Moore opened the Town Meeting at 10 o’clock in 
the forenoon. He read the Warrant as follows: 


To the inhabitants of the Town of New Hampton, New Hampshire in the 
County of Belknap, qualified to vote in Town affairs; 


You are hereby notified to meet at the New Hampton Town House Tues- 
day the thirteenth day of March 1984 at ten o’clock in the forenoon to cast 
your ballots for Town Officers and for questions required by law to be on the 
ballots. Polls to close not later than 6:00 PM. 


The remainder of the warrant will be acted upon at the New Hampton 
Town House Saturday, March 17, 1984 at 10:00 AM. 


Polls were opened for voting with Hope Clement and Leon Torsey ballot 
Clerks, on the in check list, with Patricia Torsey and Ralph Huckins on the 
out check list. Jeanette Hahn, Barbara Chase and Ralph Ness, Supervisors 
of the Check lists, were at the Table on the floor to correct changes or mistakes 
during the balloting. Barbara Chase brought me the total voters in the Town 
of New Hampton. 213 independent voters, 412 Republican and 222 Democrats 
making a total of 847 voters in the Town. 


Coffee, donuts, cakes, pies and cookies were sold, helping the Ruth Joyce 
Scholarship Fund for Boys. A lovely doll cake made by Viola Blake was raffled 
off and Dorothy Guyotte was the winner. 


We had 363 voters who voted this time, approximately 42-43%. 


Around 2 o’clock, sorry I did not check the time, the Moderator checked 
the absentee ballots. We had 54 absentee ballots. My wife, Katherine, as my 
deputy, went all over Town from Ashland to Blake Hill Road on the other 
side, making sure no one was missed. Katherine and I went to Hanover last 
Friday to see Mr. Racine at the Hospital, he had asked for an absentee ballot. 
He was so out on medicine to make him comfortable that we could not ac- 
cept his ballot. He passed away Friday afternoon. 


All absentee ballots were accepted. 
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At 6:00 o’clock PM the Moderator closed the polls and the women in our 
group set up tables so that we could have a quick lunch before counting. 
Salads, Baked Beans, Lasagna, Spaghetti, with apple squares, raspberry chif- 
fon pie, lime chiffon pie, were some of the goodies. 


We had 3 sets of Tallies, 3 Counters and one caller to a set. Leon Torsey 
caller, Katherine Seavey, Ralph Huckins and Ralph Ness one set. Jeannette 
Hahn caller with William Clement, Sandra Price and Patricia Salmon 2nd 
set; Hope Clement caller, Patricia Torsey, Merritt Salmon and Barbara 
Chase, third set. 


We finished Tallying around 9:30 PM. With write ins in practically every 
office it took longer than usual.

1984 Annual Report 


As I’m sure most of you know I have had a problem keeping a full-time 
Patrolman here in Town. One of the biggest problems is the current rate of 
pay, and the amount of hours that are not being paid for that they have 
worked. At this point I have had two Full-time men leave. I now have a new 
man that is doing a good job for the Town and myself. He does have to go 
through the Police Academy in June and August of this year. I feel very 
strongly that if the rate of pay goes up and stays up that we will be able to 
keep this man and when the time comes we will be able to attract a better 
group of applicants. 


I would like to thank both Calley & Currier and Joseph E. LaBlanc for 
their donations to the New Hampton Police. Calley & Currier made a cash 
donation of $200.00 for the purchase of anything that we would have not got- 
ten out of the budget for the year. Mr. LeBlanc’s donation was in the form 
of 225 rounds of ammunition some of which were .357 rounds and the rest was 
.38 rounds. To both we say THANK YOU very much. With money that Calley 
& Currier gave us we were able to buy a new shotgun and an electric shotgun 
mount for the cruiser. 


This year you see that there is one warrant article in the budget for the 
Police Department and it is for the purchase of a new Police cruiser. I am 
hoping that this goes through because we really do need the new vehicle. I 
want a Plymouth Grand Fury this year. I was going to keep the Blazer as 
a back up unit but due to the expense that it runs just trying to keep it on 
the road I believe that the best thing to do is to get rid of it. 


The following burglaries were reported, 10 in year round homes, 11 in 
summer homes, and 1 in a place of business. There were 2 assaults, 8 acts 
of criminal mischief, and 3 acts of vandalism. We covered 55 motor vehicle 
accidents, 3 had serious personal injury, 11 had minor personal injury, 41 had 
no personal injury. 


The criminal activity has gone up a lot from last year. I believe that a 
good deal of it stems from the fact that we did not have a marked cruiser 
on the road for some long periods of time during the year due to maintenance 
problems. Every time that we have the cruiser in the shop to be fixed we 
have to rent a vehicle and this vehicle has no radio, no lights, no siren, and 
most of all no markings on it what so ever. We cannot go down into Coolidge 
Woods area and have any type of communications with dispatch. 
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There are very few places in Town from which the portable radio can reach 
the dispatch center. This is one of my biggest reasons why this Town should 
have a second cruiser. There are many more reasons as to the need of a se- 
cond cruiser but I won’t go into it now.

The Department hoped to have our new Fire Truck available to show on 
Town Meeting day but such is not the case. Due to kickbacks in the ordering 
and modifications to the engine, the chassis was not delivered to the manufac- 
turer. It is now due at Farrar Company in February, 1985. 


The 1984 Fire Log shows 54 calls which include the following: 5 structure 
fires; 6 chimney fires; 1 sawdust pile; 19 Mutual Aid calls; 4 car fires; 19 
service calls; and 2 false alarms. 


These above calls amounted to 994 man hours and added to that the 
volunteer time of 1560 man hours gives an impressive total time to your fire 
service needs. 


Again, we compliment those who have installed Smoke and Heat Alarms 
and urge those that have not to do so. Smoke alarms can and will save your 
life. 


On December 1, 1984 Chief Joseph E. Powers retired as Chief of the 
Department.

Report Of Town Forest Fire Warden 
And State Forest Ranger 


Our first forest fire prevention law was enacted by our State Legislature 
90 years ago. This early law set in place a cooperative forest fire prevention 
and suppression effort between city and town governments and State govern- 
ment. It simply stated that no open fire could be kindled, when the ground 
is free of snow, without the written permission of the town/city Forest Fire 
Warden. This law also stated that anyone kindling a fire without written per- 
mission shall be liable for the damage caused and subject to a $1000 fine. 


During the past 90 years, this law has worked so well that it has remain- 
ed unchanged. All open fires when the ground is not covered with snow must 
be authorized by the local Forest Fire Warden. Persons kindling a fire without 
a permit when one is required are liable for damages caused, fire suppres- 
sion costs and subject to a $1000 fine. 


This cooperative fire prevention law has contributed significantly to our 
nationally recognized annual forest fire loss record.

The New Hampton Fast Squad responded to over thirty-five calls this 
past year. They ranged from road accidents to indigestion. The squad now 
comprises four EMT’s with an additional two in training. Three EMT’s were 
recertified this year for another two years. 


The squad purchased new fracture packs, and other small equipment 
needed for day to day operations. Our biggest problem now is getting the 
equipment to the scene. We do not want to become an ambulance service, 
but need a vehicle such as a small van to carry the backboards, oxygen, and 
other necessary equipment to the patients. 


With the change in the ambulance service I urge you to consider becom- 
ing part of the Newfound Ambulance Service. By doing this you will be 
guaranteed coverage when you need it, and not when it is available or has 
to come from another service which may be farther away.

The year of 1984 was an extremely difficult year for the New Hampton 
Highway Department. The year began with an inventory deficit, due to the 
unexpended 1983 balance of $34,000. Had these funds been used to purchase 
a supply of salt, sand, gravel, fuel, gas etc., many necessary projects could 
have been completed. As it was, only the basic essentials were attempted. 
Even the Police Department was turned down on its request for speed limit 
signs, due to the lack of funds. Improved funding in 1985 would be very helpful 
in many neglected areas. 


More than a mile of roadway on Blake Hill Road and Buzzell Hill was 
resurfaced this past year. Block Grant Aid was used to fund these im- 
provements. More projects like these are anticipated for the future. 


The 1977 GMC pickup truck succumbed to rust and mechanical problems 
during the summer. It is scheduled for replacement with a 1 Ton this coming 
year. Also, the 1961 Hough Payloader is being considered for replacement 
because age and mechanical failure has made it unsafe for the highway. These 
items will be considered for funding at the annual Town meeting. We hope 
you will consider the request necessary and favorably.

Pemi-Baker Solid Waste 
District Report - 1984 


Originally the solid waste district was set up to study the possibility of 
an energy conversion incinerator plant. After an extensive study it was deter- 
mined that the eleven towns involved do not create enough waste to make 
this type of incinerator economically feasible. 


In the last several months the district has discussed the possibility of area 
towns buying into the existing Plymouth facility and purchasing a new in- 
cinerator at the cost of $500,000.00. 


At our last meeting Plymouth Selectmen vetoed this idea because of the 
possibility of area towns voting down this plan and leaving the town of 
Plymouth with a $500,000 incinerator which, without financial assistance from 
most of the area towns, would be unaffordable. 


In this year’s warrant articles, each of the eleven towns in the district 
is asking that the town moderator appoint three persons from their respec- 
tive towns to study the possibility of creating a district waste co-operative 
where all facilities would be owned and operated by the district co-op. This 
co-op would be funded by each town on a population and ‘‘waste generated”’ 
basis with each town having a single vote in all decisions. 


As most of you know, our landfill is fast approaching its capacity. The 
State of New Hampshire estimates its useful life at three to five years. 


The residents of the Town of New Hampton should be made aware that 
this is a very real and immediate problem, and whichever route we decide 
to take, will be very expensive. 


Sanitary landfills are a thing of the past and it is next to impossible to 
attain State approval. Incinerators are very expensive and range from two 
to five hundred thousand dollars, depending on capacity. Contracting waste 
removal is only temporary at best as most of the existing incinerators in the 
area are operating at or near capacity. 


There also remains the cost of closing out our present landfill. This will 
require an impervious barrier cap covered with good drainage soil, loamed 
and seeded. It will probably also require monitoring wells. The total estimated 
cost is fifteen to twenty thousand dollars. 
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If we elect to transport our waste, a transfer station is needed at the ap- 
proximate cost of ten thousand dollars. 


In my opinion, a district waste co-op would be our best option, both 
economically and long term.

We continue with some new and some old projects: Word has been receiv- 
ed that the US Army Reserve Engineers have given approval for our beach 
project at the Conservation Area and word now is awaited from Boston before 
they can begin. It is likely to come very soon, perhaps before you read this. 
The project will constitute a training project for the Engineer Battalion, and 
we are pleased with the meetings we had with them. 


Additional good news was the finding of both gravel and sand sources 
on the Conservation Area which the engineers deem an adequate bank-run 
grade to be used in road work and the beach. An acre of woods will be cut 
to reach this and will be planted with seedlings for future forest management. 


The Conservation Commission paid the remainder of its $10,000 pledge 
to the town for the renovation of the old shed into the new Town Office 
Building. In addition the commission paid approximately $4000 in logging and 
transportation costs. About 160,000 bd ft of timber was cut to cover this com- 
mitment. Congratulations to all who helped provide a building of which we 
can be very proud. 


Again we offered townspeople the opportunity to cut firewood for their 
own use under the guidance of Richard Gallagher and about 15 people took 
part. The Boy Scouts have camped on the Conservation Area a few times, 
and visitors have enjoyed the birding and the woods. Several work parties 
of town volunteers helped open the farmsite and work is to continue! 


In the fall I attended a meeting in Peterborough to learn of the possibilities 
for even small towns to participate in reasonable recycling programs. A 
trailer from the town of Hancock is provided with separate containers for 
glass, aluminum, plastic bottles etc. The material is brought to the Peter- 
borough facility to be sold. The revenues are not insignificant, but more im- 
portantly the project provides longer life for Hancock’s current land fill and 
in the larger scheme conserves our limited natural resources. Peterborough 
recycles 46% of the rubbish brought into the dump and is stockpiling the re- 
mainder in compacted bales which will be sold eventually when a refuse-to- 
methane plant is constructed in their area. A marvelous experimental 
machine has been grinding plastic milk and soda bottles into 12” flakes and 
this is sold and re-used in the manufacture of new plastic containers for other 
than food purposes. Consider just the bulk of uncompacted plastic milk con- 
tainers in our dump! Let’s hear from townspeople who would support 
separating refuse for a recycling project. 
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Under the sponsorship of the commission, the New Hampton Communi- 
ty School has a continuing aluminum can collection at the school two days 
a week. The funds received (approx $90 thus far) provide for the purchase 
and repair of cross-country skis and boots, thus enabling all students to par- 
ticipate in the winter program. Thanks to Eileen Curran-Kondrad and Linda 
and Bob Hammond who provided transportation of the cans to Concord. 


The commission reviewed a couple of projects for which dredge and fill 
permits were required. One required some change in a landowner’s plans, 
but was completed to everyone’s satisfaction. Another landowner was inform- 
ed of the procedures and halted his plans until application was made. Land- 
owners are reminded that prior to putting anything into bodies of water or 
wetlands, a permit must be obtained from the State of New Hampshire 
Wetlands Board, 37 Pleasant Street, Concord, where applications forms are 
available. The completed application must be signed by the Town Clerk and 
copies forwarded to the Planning Board and Conservation Commission, who 
are provided a ten-day period in which to review and comment on the project.

The Planning Board has completed another very busy year. We have had 
several changes in membership and chairpersons this year. A special thank 
you to Lucy Stephenson and Robert Baum who both served as very capable 
chairpersons this past year. We deeply regret the passing of Herman E. Chase 
who served as selectmen’s representative to the board. 


We approved 10 subdivisions involving 786.28 acres, creating 44 lots. There 
were 4 preliminary hearings that weren’t brought forward for final approval 
and 2 boundry line adjustments. We approved one condominium conversion 
of a cottage colony involving 5.9 acres of land and 18 housing units. Much 
time has been spent working on the master plan updaie. We are hopeful to 
complete this project by mid-year.

The primary goal of the Commission is to continue to encourage a balance 
between the type, location and rate of development and the capacity of the 
environment to accept such development without suffering deleterious effects. 


The 1984-85 Overall Work Plan reflects a fairly diversified and ambitious 
work program given the limited financial resoures and staff size. Emphasis 
will be directed into several planning areas: 


(1) Many lake management issues continue to be unresolved and of 
prime concern to local communities. A Lake Watershed Manage- 
ment Plan will address the issues, planning standards, legislations, 
regulations, enforcement and public education. 


(2) A Solid Waste District Plan must be developed for waste manage- 
ment on a regional cooperative basis. 


(3) Continue to emphasize the importance of historic preservation and 
encourage communities to become aware of and involved in historic 
preservation needs and opportunities. 


(4) Continue technical assistance to member communities, providing 
development of land use regulations which implement local Master 
Plans, as well as the Regional Land Use Plan, its goal and objectives. 


(5) Transportation planning efforts must continue in order to meet the 
needs of the region’s citizens and to assure that the region’s highway 
network is maintained without adverse impacts on the environment. 


(6) Provide current information, expanded data and analysis pertain- 
ing to the region’s population, housing and economic conditions. 


One important way communities can address issues and problems that 
transcend town boundaries is through the services offered by the Lakes 
Region Planning Commission. Solutions to regional problems occur only if 
towns can benefit individually through regional cooperation. This understan- 
ding is basic to the Lakes Region Planning Commission’s approach to 
regionalism. The Commission’s work toward solutions to common problems 
takes many forms. In the past year a wide variety of issues, regional and 
individual, have been addressed. An abbreviated summary follows: 
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(1) Continued the supervision of a Regional Comprehensive Plan to 
maintain a suitable balance of development in the Region. 


(2) Completed five Master Plans for local municipalities. 


(3) Continued historic preservation activities resulting in 12 nomina- 
tions to the National Register, and 4 historic districts being placed 
on the National Register with a total of 65 structures. Also, Historic 
Resource Inventories have been completed in 5 Lakes Region 
communities. 


(4) Continued efforts in dealing with water quality and lake manage- 
ment issues. 


(5) Continued work on a Regional Solid Waste Management Plan. 


(6) Provided assistance to the Town of Gilford in working out a strategy 
and plan to permanently protect prime farmland from future 
development at a minimum cost to the town. 


(7) Provided assistance in the completion of a CDBG Downtown Re- 
vitalization Project for Franklin, and assisted Alton and Wakefield 
in receiving CDBG Feasibility Study grants. 


(8) Provided or co-sponsored special programs, workshops and other 
meetings to address various planning-related issues, i.e., Five-Year 
State Highway Plan; Municipal Law Lecture Series; Regional 
Groundwater; Tourism in the Lakes Region; Land Use Law 
Recodification and Computers in Municipal Government. 


(9) Completion of several reports including: Community Design in 
Rural Areas; Economic Primer; Energy Alternatives for Mobile 
Homes; Groundwater Protection Manual and Historic Mill Space 
Available. 


(10) Reviewed seven communities’ experience with regulating develop- 
ment in floodplain areas. 


(11) Provided local planning and community development assistance 
to each member community.

Report to the Towns 


During 1984 the Inter-Lakes Day Care Center served 148 children — an 
18 per cent increase in enrollment from the previous year. This represents 
a reflection of the recent baby boom which began two to three years ago. As 
a private, nonprofit agency governed by a volunteer Board of Directors the 
Center operates a preschool program with a full range of services including 
education, special needs, health care, vision and hearing screening, dental 
care, nutrition, and parenting. As a participant in the N.H. Child Care Food 
Program sponsored by USDA, nutritious hot lunches, breakfasts, and two 
snacks are served daily. Our school is open on a year-round basis from 6:30 
a.m. to 5:30 p.m., making it possible for the parents of 134 children to main- 
tain employment. 


The primary concern of the Inter-Lakes Day Care Center is to provide 
a home-like, educational environment for children of working parents. 
Through our Nursery School program, open to children of non-working 
parents, and our before and after-school ‘“‘Seven-Upper”’ Program we pro- 
vide for the social, emotional, physical, and educational development of all 
ages. 


Our satellite food program which we sponsor is a network of licensed 
Family Day Care Homes receiving federal reimbursement from USDA by 
serving nutritious meals and snacks while providing care for children of work- 
ing parents in their homes. At the present time we have eight homes under 
the program. 


The total budget of the Inter-Lakes Day Care Center for 1985 is $135,000.00. 
Of this we will be receiving in tuition paid by parents $73,475, $2,800 from N.H. 
Child Care Food Program (USDA), $2,480 from N.H. Child Care Food Pro- 
gram (USDA) for sponsorship of Family Day Care Homes, and $2,485 from 
N.H. Job Training Partnership Act. This also includes the following: $48,760 
of which $32,000 is Title XX and $16,760 which must be raised in local fund- 
ing. The money that is received from the towns is matched by the federal 
government under Title XX. 


Area residents are cordially welcome to visit the Inter-Lakes Day Care 
Center and Nursery School at 11 Lang Street in Meredith.
